Indianapolis,’ Nov. 1(3.— The Indii- 
ana State Highway Commission ap­ 
pointed by the Governor to investi­ 
gate and report oil road conditions 
and road laws in Indiana today be­ 
gan its program through 
which 
it 
expects not only to 
inform 
itself 
comprehensively on the subject of 
good road building and finances, but 
also to awaken interest in the state 
along proper lines. 
It marie public 
here its first bulletin giving the re­ 
sults of investigation made to date, 
and in La Porte the commission met 
with citizens in the first of a series 
of public gatherings to sound the 
public sentiment 
011 good roads. 
Today ’s bulletin 
gave 
in 
brief 
comment the cold fact?, of how In­ 
diana’s 
roads 
are 
made. 
It 
let 
these facts speak for themselves. It 
outlined the problem before the com­ 
mission in the following statem ent: 
“( an a better and more uniform 
and business method be bad for con­ 
structing and maintaining our pub­ 
lic roads, commensurate 
with 
the 
present 
and 
future 
growth 
and 
needs of the 
*tate? 
The 
answer 
must be found if at all, in patient 
and careful investigation in the light 
of experience of the people of tbi 


and other states and countries. 
“It is the purpose of this com­ 
mission to take up the problem and 
return to the governor such answers 
as the facts may finally determine. 
And in this investigation, the com­ 
mission solicits the help and counsel 
of the people and the press through­ 
out the state.” 
The road-building forces as they 
now exist were described as fol- 
i low s: 
’ 
“It is estimated in round numbers 
| that 5,000 persons in all have to do 
officially in various way s with the 
adm inistration of our 
sy stem 
of 
building and maintaining the public 
| highway s 
throughout 
the 
state. 
There is 
110 requirement of knowl­ 
edge or competency for 
the 
dis­ 
charge of these duties. 
There is 
110 
unity in method or organization, or 
state regulation or supervision, di­ 
rection or control. 
Little or noth­ 
ing is being done for the safety of 
the 
traveling public 
at 
railroad 
crossings, where accidents of maim­ 
ing and death are occurring daily . 
The commission points 
out 
the 
newest problem facing road builder* 
as follows: 
“A new power is coming into gen­ 
eral use upon the public 
highway * 
which will rapidly increase in the 
future. 
The ordinary gravel road is 
found insufficient to resist the stress 
and force 
of 
automobiles, 
trucks 
and the like; and so a new problem 
is presented.” 
Some space i* given the method 
now existing by which road building 
is financed. 
Since 
the 
township* 
are not able to pay all cash 
down 
for 
any 
important 
improvement, 
provision is made for 
non-taxable 
road bonds issued in annual series, 
running from 10 to 20 y ears, bear­ 
ing interest at 4* per cent, per an­ 
num. The bonds are increasing rap­ 
idly from y ear to y ear, the commis­ 
sion say s so that the interest on 
them is nearly $1,500,000 annually , 
to which must be added the y early 
m aturing bonds. 
Tlie commission sums up: 
So that it lias come about that 
the permanent roads within the *1 
1110 
are under no uniform sy stem, but 
each township on it* own - initiative, 
make* such improvements of, such 
roads as the 
people 
and 
officers 
thereof from time to time determine. 
Moreover, probably one-third of the 
entire population of the state live 
in thef cities and towns who, gener­ 
ally 
speaking, 
contribute little or 
nothing to the construction of the 
state. 
Since there arc 1,017 townships 
in the state, the road* have become 
a 
“miscellaneous 
patchwork” 
oi 
gravel, stone, 
cement, 
brick 
and 
common dirt.

many letters and the bulletin repro­ 
duced many of the 
replies.

commission has written to the gov­ 
ernors and highway officials of all 
states, heads of eminent engineering 
colleges withf road schools, the post

tion is simply successful vaccina­ 
tion.

Only la >t Tuesday north of Mun- 
eie I found Mr. Lusader, a farmer, 
with a very severe case of smallpox. 
His sufferings was very considerable 
and he was inclined to blame 
the 
health officers for his disease be­ 
cause they had not thoroughly quar­ 
antined someone elsewhere. 
Their 
hoy had had the disease a few weeks 
before and was entirely recovered. 
He brought it home to 
them 
from 
school. 
Smallpox had been in the 
house for almost two 
months 
yet 
Mrs. Lusader was entirely free, be­ 
ing perfectly 
well and not having 
hud even a slight headache or cold. 
She said sin* had been vaccinated 
successfully when she was a child. 
Many such instances are met with in 
public health work. 
At Eaton several eases of small­ 
pox were f< und and all in families 
where vaccination was looked upon 
with horror. 
This view ol* vaccina­ 
tion proceeds out of c r a s s ignorance 
and somewhat out of conceit. 
Ev­ 
erywhere people say to 
health of­ 
ficer;— “ I don’t believe in vaccina­ 
tion. 
1 know a person whose arm 
alnio.-t rotted off with it. 
You can’t 
get me to vaccinate. 
Its all grant 
anvhow. 
I would rather have s m a ll- 


pox than 
be 
vaccinated.” 
These 
people do not provoke the health of­ 
ficers but only excite 
pity. 
It 
is 
ignorance and conceit which fathers 
the above quoted utterances. 
Several years ago, 
a 
man 
in 
Spencer county railed at and abused 
me severely because with their con­ 
sent I had vaccinated his wife and 
daughter who was a grown woman. 
He said over and over 
“ I 
would 
rather have smallpox than he vacci­ 
nated.” 
Four 
weeks 
afterwards 
this man was dead of hemorrahagie 
smallpox. 
When we lifted him from 
his bed the flesh slipped. 
He was an 
awful sight and 
most 
loathsome. 
He has his preference.

My flesh shames me. 
Will vinegar 
reduce weight ?
